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Continuation of 3. NOTE: In claim 1 1 , the phrases "a physiological assessment method for determining if a patient has asthma (lines 1-2) 
and "in the patient to assess whether the patient does or does not have asthma" (lines 5-6) would raise new issues under new matter. 
These phrases are not expressly asserted, nor do they flow naturally from the specification. The specification teaches at page 4, lines 15- 
17 a physiological assessment method providing an assessment of a patient's pulmonary status. The specification also discloses that 
RELM-p could be used as a marker for an inflammatory process or chronic repair process (page 27, lines 18-24). Although the 
specification discloses that RELM-p is an asthma-associated gene, the Examiner was unable to locate support in the specification 
indicating that RELM-p levels could be utilized to determine if a patient has asthma. 
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
